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From Eindhoven to West Australia in 1932. 

My Uncle Willem, a Catholic Chaplin on a migration ship, was coming back from his trip 
to Australia and arrived back at the monastery in Belgium, where he was stationed. It was 
June 1951 and as usual, he spend the next weekend in Eindhoven with his brother and sister 
in law, Theo and Sjaan Oorschot and their 12 children. 

My Dad was keen to find out from his brother what he thought of Australia as a possible 
new country for his large family and in particular for his 7 sons. Dad’s future with De 
Maasbode, the newspaper he was looking after in Eindhoven, was not that good, as the 
paper had to start all over again after the war, as it was closed down by the German 
occupation. 

Uncle Willem highly recommended the emigration to Australia as there would be a lot of 
opportunities to take advantage of in a new growing country. 

Following promises by the older boys and girls to support the family once we are in 
Australia, Dad looked into it and paid a visit to the emigration office in the Hague, where he 
was informed, that someone in Australia would have to provide proof of accommodation 
and work before we would be granted a permit to emigrate. A good friend of our family, a 
Mat Iriks and his wife Kitty, had moved to South Australia, and they were going to try to 
provide these requirements. Than in Sunday the 1“ of January 1952, a telegram was 
delivered, confirming work and accommodation in Peterborough in South Australia. The 
next day Dad was back in The Hague to finalise our application and we were advised to 
make the trip to Australia on the Johan van Oldenbarnevelt leaving from Amsterdam on 
23" of January. The next 3 weeks were used to organise a large timber box, 2m X 2m by 
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2m high, in which all of our belongings were packed and this box was carted to Amsterdam 
to go on the ship at same time. Than on Monday 23” of January, a large bus with 40 
emigrants, including the 14 Oorschots, left for Amsterdam and joined all the other 
emigrants who boarded the Johan van Oldenbarnevelt. 

What nobody knew, my Mum was expecting her 13" child and when we left Amsterdam, 
she was already 7’2 months pregnant. Because of her stocky build and wearing a corset, she 
could hide her predicament. 

Needles to say she had a hard time on board the ship as she suffered a lot from seasickness. 
The Oorschots was the largest family on board, but there was one other large family, the 
Clijnk family with 8 children, that was going to West Australia. At the evening meal time, 
they organised that the children on board would have their meal a bit earlier, supervised by 
an older sibling and so my sister Bep was looking after her younger brothers and sisters and 
the oldest Clink girl Riet was looking after her younger siblings. On board, those two girls 
became friends, which had an important bearing on what happened later on. 

It took 4 weeks for the “Johan “, via the Suez canal, to reach Fremantle and than there was a 
lot of activity with those migrants that were destined for West Australia to disembark. 

We expected that the “Johan” would move out of the harbour next, but that did not happen. 
We were informed that there was a strike on in the Fremantle harbour and the ship was not 
allowed to leave. The strike lasted 10 days. 

During those 10 days, a Kees Gabriels, a member of my mother’s side of the family in 
Rotterdam, who had been living in Safety Bay, had received a letter, letting him know that 
we were on the “Johan’’. If there had been no strike, he would have missed out on meeting 
us. He soon met up with Dad and Kees asked: ”Why South Australia? WA is much better 
for your family”. It did not take long for Dad to be convinced, also because Mum was 
getting very uncomfortable with her pregnancy, so Kees took Dad to the emigration office 
in Hay street Perth, and soon the documents were completed for us to get off here in 
Fremantle. Kees organised a beach cottage in Safety Bay and even before we got of the 
ship, someone from Moora, called o on mnoard sodcaien oF pais people, so both ee and 
my brother John were taken on ee 

as Carpenters. 

It is amazing that a strike in 
Fremantle, had such an impact 
on the future of a family and in 
particular mine, as some five | 
years later | started courting Riet == = & 
Clijnk (Clynk) and never looked ==Ss% 
back. Things would have been = 
so different 1f we had finished up 
in South Australia.
